Mrs. Griffin’s 
Last Hope for 
Leniency Lost 


The last faint hope of Mrs. Min- 
nie Lee Griffin that she would es- 
cape death in Georgia’s electric 
chair appeared blasted with word 
from Governor Arnall yesterday 
that he would not interfere with 
the execution of her death sen- 
tence. 

His announcement came _ with 
the report of a three-man lunacy 
commission which found, two to'| 
one, that the frail, gray-haired 
woman who confessed she bludg- 
eoned attractive Mildred Seymour 
Williams to death in November, 
1941, was sane at present. 

In appointing the commission, 
the Governor said he was not in- 
terested in the question of insani- 
ty at the time of the crime, but 
whether she was now in full pos- 
session of her faculties. 

Governor's Stand. 

“Il, as Governor,” Arnall said 
before leaving for a Florida rest 
and business trip yesterday morn- 
ing, “will not respite, commute or 
interfere with the execution of the 
sentence imposed by the courts 
upon Mrs. Minnie Lee Griffin, 
who stands convicted of murder 
in the first degree.” 

Two members of the commis- 
sion, Drs. L. P. Longino, superin- 
tendent of the state hospital at 
Milledgeville, and Y. H. /Yar- 
brough, found Mrs. Griffin was not 
insane but her reaction during the 
examination was “that of malin- 
gering.” 

Dr. John D. Wiley, third mem. 
ber, was of the opinion “Mrs. Grif- 
fin is insane, although he is un- 
abel to state whether or not the 
condition will be permanent or 
temporary.” 

Defense Action. 

Counse] William Schley Howard 
and oo eg Camp for the de 
fense said they would appeal to 
the pardon and parole boarg for a 
commutation, but any recom- 
mendation of that body would be 
subject to approval of the Gov-| 
ernor. | 

Mrs. Griffin was to have died 
March 19 but the Governor grant- 
ed a 30-day stay March 12 to allow 
the lunacy commission to examine 
Mrs. Griffin. 

Mrs. Williams’ body, trussed 
and partially hidden in an old 
automobile trunk, was found in 
the Griffin basement by cleaning 
men about four months after she 
was killed.

The 
Luftwaffe appavently spotted two 
huge armies assembling, for the 
Berlin radio promptly reported: 

“The British are massing for 
some audacious attempt on the 
continent.” 

The Germans may not have 
long to wait. 

Within the limitations of the 
fact that it was a mock operation, 
the exercise furnished an all-out 
test for the plan itself as well as 
for men and machines. Actual 
combat conditions were simulated 
as closely as possible and a num- 
ber of real casualties resulted 
through accidents.

vivors, the total complement of 
the 8,59l-ton U. merchantman 
Staghound, torpedoed and sunk in 
the South Atlantic early in March, 
arrived here March 8 high in 
praise for the officers and crew 
of the neutral Argentine freighter 
Rio Colorado which rescued them 
from ‘infested waters after 
one day at sea in small boats. 

Revenge for their sea-ducking 
was the theme song of the Stag- 
hound’s Navy gunners, with state- 
ments to this effect by Chief Petty 
Officer Johnny Garrison, of At- 
lanta, Ga., and Eugene Huse, of 
Manhattan, Kan., and others. 

“Our morale was bouncing 
around quite a bit,” explained 
Chief Mate Joseph T. Remmes, of 
Brighton, Mass. 

“We were glad to have gotten 
away but as soon as the facts had 
time to sink in, we were plenty 
sick at losing the ship. It was a 
wonderful ship. Then our morale 
bucked up again when we learned 
the Argentinians were headed to 
pick us up. We had at least a 
month’s provision of food and wa- 
ter in our lifeboat but we were 
happy to be safely and surely on 
our way to port where we could 
get on with the war.” 

Morale also got a lift through 
the medium of the inter-boat radio 
communication system. 

“We even received a special all- 
request musical program in our 
boat by radio from the other life- 
boat,” another officer related. 

“The musician was Jack Snaha, 
a Merchant Marine deck cadet 
from Texas, who’d brought his 
tonette along in his over-the-side 
bag. He played into the radio fone- 
piece and we picked him up on 
our receiver. He was good—could 
take any fast number and whip it 
up.”

Milk Production 

Increase Is Urged 
Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ATHENS, Ga., March 22.—Pro- 
fessor H. B. Henderson, of Athens, 
co-ordinator for Georgia of the 
National Cream Quality program, 
has joined the co-ordinators of the 
other states in an appeal to farm- 
ers to ease the nation’s war food 
situation by feeding their dairy 
cows for increased production and 
by conserving every bit of milk 
and cream produced. 

The action was taken at a na- 
tional conference of state cream 
co-ordinators held in Chicago from 
which Professor Henderson has 
just returned. 

It was pointed out that many 
cows which today are producing 
only 150 pounds of butterfat a 
little better 
feeding, be made to produce 250 
and perhaps even 300 pounds a 
year. This change would not only 
be of much value to a wartime 
America but, with present feed 
and butterfat prices, would also 
be extremely profitable for the 
farmer, it was pointed out. 

By better feeding is meant feed- 
ing all the roughage the cows will 
eat, giving them all the water they 
will drink, and feeding at least a/| 
pound of protein supplement to 
each cow daily and 2 1-2 pounds 
of ground grains daily for each 
gallon of milk produced, Hender- 
son points out.

The suits against Van Paassen 
and his publishers resulted from 
a chapter in his book, “That Day 
Alone,” which related to Hess’ 
flight from Germany to Scotland 
in May, 1940. Through his at- 
torney, the author said he is now 
convinced Douglas Douglas-Ham- 
ilton had no sympathy with the 
Nazis, that he had never met Hess | 
and that he had never received | 
any letter from Hess at any time. 
Future issues of the book will 
carry a revised version of the 
pages relating to the flight.

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For a Brave New World 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill, in his 
speech of Sunday, offered in general terms 
an outline of the new world which, God help- 
ing, it is the purpose of the United Nations to 
form after the war is done. 

To the people of Britain he spoke of a 
“four-year plan,” designed to obviate postwar 
unemployment; to make actual the equality of 
opportunity which is a basic tenet of British 
democracy just as it is of democracy in the 
United States; to broaden the British system 
of education and to bring to the people more 
effective measures for public health and social 
insurance. 

And, backbone of the whole plan, 
purpose to bring to all the great benefits, both 
material and cultwral, which a_ revitalized 
science will provide for a world when days of 


is the 


peace return. 

Perhaps most significant promise of all, was 
the resolve that, neither at the top nor the 
bottom of the social order, shall there be any 
idieness. Britain plans to do away with 
wealthy parasites upon the social order, just 
as she plans to eliminate the loafers from ordi- 
nary-worker ranks. 

It is a bold and an inspiring outline. 

But, Churchill also declared, it will possibly 
take two years yet to wipe out the militaristic 
horror of Nazi Germany and the Japs have to 
be crushed after that is done. He called for 
even greater war effort than the miracles they 
have hitherto accomplished, by the British 
people. 

The speech should satisfy all listeners. It 
was plain that Churchill is sternly determined 
upon winning the victory at arms first of all. 
Yet he showed no disposition to delay consid- 
eration and planning of the better way of 
life we all hope to create after that victory 
is won.

Next Best Thing 

Captain Eddie Rickenbacker has voiced a 
wish that all Americans could experience, first 
hand, the hardships and dangers faced by our 
soldiers and marines in the South Pacific arena 
of war. 

This, of course, is impossible, but a group of 
war plant workers at Detroit are doing the 
next best thing. They will live for three days 
with the regular Army at Camp Atterbury, Ind., 
and, as closely as possible, go through exactly 
what the men in uniform do under the most 
Strenuous items of field training.

Impossibilities 

It seems generally agreed by military 
authorities that China, if provided with the 
tools of war, could throw the Japanese from 
the mainland of Asia and bring the war to 
an end in that theater, in more or less short 
order. But, unfortunately, even if the tools 
were available, it would be impossible to de- 
liver them at present because of the great de- 
mand for shipping to keep the pressure on 
Germany and Italy. 

There are those, however, who think no land 
offensive would be necessary to knock out the 
Japanese—that Japan can be bombed into sub- 
mission by planes operating from air bases in 
China—that the attack should be made im- 
mediately. Without attempting to argue for or 
against the proposition, it may be pointed out 
that China has no iuel and no roads or Nar- 
bors unoccupied by the enemy through which 
to acquire it from the outside.

A nominal air force, consisting of some

As regards Germany, that is precisely what happened after the 
last World War.

WOMEN AT WAR England, having been in the war longer, 


is using women in many fields of combat 
service. The WAACS are doing splendid jobs in foreign fields, 
many of them being in Africa and some in England. 

But none has attained actual combat status. In England a great 
many women are being used on crews of antiaircraft guns. They 
do all the jobs except the actual loading and firing of the guns. 
That is to say, they manage the automatic aiming devices and do 
ail the pointing and directing of the guns. They are reported as 
doing excellent jobs. 

England now is making plans for sending women to sea in the 
larger battleships. As soon as ships can be provided with proper 
living quarters for them this will be done.. They will do the enor- 
mous amount of office work necessary on large ships and will also 
take care of stores and equipment. 

In England and Russia women are doing a great deal of the 
actual transport work, such as driving trucks to the combat lines 
and also handling trucks in the larger camps. Russia has gone 
farther, using women pilots for some of the larger transport planes. 

There will be more and more of this type work in this country as 
we go on with the war. Another year will see an enormous change 
in the man-power problem with women doing many jobs of war 
now being performed by men.

Who Beat Them Are Braver 
By ROBERT QUJLLEN. 


There were many times in the early history of America when 
little groups of our people barricaded themselves in their homes 
and fought to the end without hope of final victory. And there 
were times when proud men and gentle women, knowing the 
cruelty of their savage foes, saved the last bullets for themselves. 

They were heroic people, yet of all brave things they did, the 
least brave was that final sacrifice of themselves. 

Life is sweet to all living creatures. And though other animals, 
supported by rage or fear, may fight to the death, man alone de- 
liberately chooses to die. He may sacrifice himself nobly to save 
others, but more frequently he makes a choice of evils, preferring 
death to something that seems worse. 

In either case, when he is fully determined to die, his need 
of daring bravery is ended. 

We have heard too much about the stubborn courage of the 
Japs, and too little about the bravery of our own boys. 

Consider that business of taking the tiny island of Gavutu. 
There was a steep, curved hill 150 feet high, facing a narrow: beach. 
In the face of the limestone hill the Japs had cut deep caves with 
narrow entrances—some big enough to hold 40 men. One machine- 
gun in a cave entrance could hold up an army, and the Japs had 
scores of them, arranged for cross-fire. Storming that hill would 
have been suicide. 

The Marines took it cave at a time. They crawled close, under 
constant fire, and threw in hand grenades, only to have them thrown 
back. Captain Torgerson cleaned out 50 caves by tying 30 sticks 
of dynamite to the end of a pole and thrusting the bundle into 
the cave after lighting a short fuse. 

The job took three days. The Marines lost 27 killed and 50 
wounded while killing 800 Japs—many in hand-to-hand fighting. 

Now, the caves were forts, but also traps. There was no way 
to escape. The Japs fought to the last, knowing they were doomed: 
and when an interpreter invited them to surrender, they refused— 
the otficers for pride’s sake, the others because they had been 
taught and fully believed they would be killed by torture if they 
surrendered. They took the easier way. as weak men have since 
time began. 

All who risk death are brave, but the bravest are those who
